"Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

El ectricians Licensing Act.

Section 5. Purpose and policy. It has been established
by docunented evidence that inproper electrical wiring can
adversely affect the well being of the public. | mpr oper
electrical wring can cause fires due to short circuits and
overloading of protection devices. Faul ty W ring IS
potentially Ilethal and can cause w despread fires wth
di sastrous consequences to persons and property. To protect
the health of the public, it is essential that electrical
wiring be installed by persons who have proven their skill in
installing electrical wring.

Consistent with its duty to safeguard the health of the

people of this State, the General Assenbly declares that

i ndi vi dual s who plan, inspect, install, alter, extend,
repair, and maintain electrical wring systens shall be
individuals of proven skill. Further, the General Assenbly

declares that a guide for mninmum control of electrica

materials and equipnment, the design of electrical systens,

and the construction and installation nethods of electrical
systens is essential for the protection of public health. In
order to insure proper electrical wiring practice, this Act
provides for the licensing of electricians and electrical
contractors and for the adoption of the National Electrical
Code as standards by the Departnent. This Act 1is therefore

declared to be essential to the public interest.

Section 10. Definitions. As used in this Act:
"Approved apprenticeship progrant neans an apprenticeship
program approved by the United States Departnent of Labor

Bureau of Apprenticeship and Trai ning.

"Board" neans the 1llinois State Board of Electrical
Exam ners.

"Departnment” nmeans the Illinois Departnent of Labor.

"Director” neans the Director of the Illinois Departnment
of Labor.

"Electrical <contractor” neans a person, firm or

corporation operating a business that undertakes or offers to
undertake to plan for, lay out, supervise, or install or to
make additions, alterations, maintenance, or repairs in the
installation of wring, apparatus or equipnent for electric
[ight, heat, or power with or w thout conpensation and who is
licensed as an electrical contractor by the Departnment of
Labor. An electrical contractor's |icense does not of itself
qualify its holder to performthe electrical work authorized
by holding any class of electrician's |license.

"Electrical work" nmeans t he W ring, instal |l ation,
mai nt enance, and repair of electrical wring, apparatus, and
equi pnent and the planning, laying out, and supervision of
the installation, rmaintenance, and repair of such wring,
appar atus, and equi pnent for electric heat, |light, and power.

"Governmental unit" means a city, village, incorporated

town, or county.
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"Jour neyman el ectrician” nmeans a person having the
necessary qualifications, training, experience, and techni cal
knowl edge to wre for, install, naintain, and repair
electrical wring, apparatus, and equi pnmrent who is |icensed
as a journeyman el ectrician by the Departnent of Labor.

"Master electrician” nmeans a person having the necessary
qualifications, training, experience, and technical know edge
to install, maintain, and repair and to properly plan, |ay
out, and supervise the installation of wiring, apparatus, and
equi pnent for electric light, heat, power, and other purposes
who is licensed as a nmaster electrician by the Departnent of
Labor.

"Omer" mnmeans a natural person who physically perforns
electrical work on prem ses the person owns and actually
occupies as a single famly residence or owmns and w |l occupy
as a single famly residence upon conpletion of construction.

"Regi stered apprentice" neans a person registered with
t he Departnent of Labor, who is learning the trade under the
supervision of a licensed electrician.

"Residential electrician® neans a person having the
necessary qualifications, training, experience, and techni cal
know edge involving the <construction, wring, alteration,
mai nt enance, or repair of single famly houses or apartnent
bui l di ngs and who is licensed as a residential electrician by
t he Departnent of Labor.

"Supervision” neans that any new el ectrical work done by
a registered apprentice electrician nust be inspected at
| east once after initial rough-in and once upon conpletion by
an I11inois i censed el ectrician. In addition, al
renovation, alteration, repair, extension, nodification, and
mai nt enance work done by a registered apprentice electrician
on an existing electrical system nust be approved by an

Illinois |licensed electrician.
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Section 15. Board of Electrical Examners. There is
created the Illinois State Board of Electrical Examners
which shall exercise its duties provided in this Act under
t he supervision of the Departnment of Labor. The Board shal
consi st of 11 nenbers appointed by the Director of Labor. The
Board shall be conposed of 3 |licensed naster electricians, 3

licensed electrical contractors who are nmenbers of the

National Electrical Contractors Association, one |icensed
el ectrical engineer, one electrical 1inspector who holds a
mast er or j our neyman el ectrician's license, one

representative of a public utility, the State Fire Marshal

and a licensed real estate professional. In making the
appointnents to the Board, the Director shall consider the
recommendations of individuals, firns, or or gani zati ons
involved in electrical wring installation in this State.
The Director shall also take into consideration the mnority
representation in the popul ati on when nmeki ng appoi ntnents to
the Board. Menbers of the Board shall serve 4 year terns and
until their successors are appointed and qualified. The
initial appointnments, however, shall be as follows: 3 nenbers
for ternms of 2 years, 3 nenbers for 3 years, and 4 nenbers
for 4 years. The State Fire Marshal's service on the Board
shall be continuous. Board nenbers shal | receive no
conpensati on but shall be reinbursed for expenses incurred in

connection with their duties as Board menbers.

Section 20. Powers and duties of the Director. The
Director shall take all actions necessary under this Act to
carry out the duties and responsibilities of the Departnent
under this Act. The Director, wth the assistance of the
Board, shall:

(a) prepare and issue licenses and provide for
registration as provided in this Act;

(b) prescribe rules and regul ations for exam nation
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of applicants for naster, journeyman, and residential
| i censes;

(c) prepare and give wuniform examnations to
applicants for nmaster, journeynan, and residenti al
i censes t hat shal | t est their know edge and
qualifications in the planning and design of electrical
systens, their know edge, qualifications, and manual
skills in electrical installations, and their know edge

of the National Electrical Code relating to nmaterials,

desi gn, and installation of mnmethods of electrical
syst ens;

(d) issue el ectrical contract or and mast er,
journeyman, and residential licenses and |icense renewal s

to applicants who have net the requirenments for |icensure
and conplied with all the prerequisites to |icensure;

(e) prescribe rules for hearings to deny, suspend,
revoke, or reinstate licenses as provided in this Act;

(f) maintain a current record showng (i) the nanes
and addresses of licensed electrical contractors, naster,
journeyman, and residential electricians, and registered
apprentices; (ii) the dates of issuance of |icenses;
(iii1) the date and substance for the charges set forth in
any hearing for denial, suspension, or revocation of any
license; (iv) the date and substance of the final order
i ssued wupon a hearing; and (v) the date and substance of
all petitions for reinstatenent of I|icense and final
orders on petitions;

(g) establish and collect fees for the exam nati on,
i ssuance, and renewal of |icenses;

(h) provide for the inspection of new electrical
installations in construction, renodeling, replacenent,
mai nt enance, and repair work, where required by this Act;

(1) establish and collect fees for the handling and

i nspection of new electrical installations; and
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(j) formulate and publish rules necessary or

appropriate to carrying out the provisions of this Act.

Section 25. License and registration.

(a) Master electrician. Except as otherw se provi ded by
law, no person shall plan, install, repair, mintain, |ay
out, or supervise the installation of wiring, apparatus, or
equi prent for electrical Ilight, heat, power, or ot her
pur poses unl ess the person is:

(1) licensed by t he Departnment as a master
el ectrician; and

(2) the work is for a i censed el ectrica
contractor and the person is the licensed electrical
contractor or an enployee, partner, or officer of the
licensed electrical contractor, or the work is perforned
for the person's enployer on electrical equi pnent
apparatus, or facilities owned or |eased by the enpl oyer
that is located within the limts of property owned or
| eased, operated, and mai ntai ned by the enpl oyer.

An applicant for a master electrician's license shall (i)
have a Bachelor of Science degree from an accredited
el ectrical engineering programand have had at |[|east one
year's experience, acceptable to the Board, as a |licensed
journeyman; (ii) have had at least 5 years experience,
acceptable to the Board, in planning for, laying out,
supervising, and installing wiring, apparatus, or equipnent
for electrical light, heat, and power; or (iii) have had at
least 6 years experience, acceptable to the Board, with an
el ectrical <contracting conpany in planning, estimati ng,
laying out, and supervising, under the supervision of a
| icensed master electrician, the installation of electrical
work for electric light, heat, and power.

(b) Journeyman el ectrician. Except as ot herw se

provided by law, no person shall wire for, install, maintain,
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or repair electrical wring, apparatus, or equipnent, unless
the person is licensed by the Departnent as a journeynman
electrician enployed by a |licensed electrical contractor.
Not hing in this subsection (b), however, shall prohibit a
master electrician fromperformng the work of a journeyman
el ectrician.

An applicant for a journeyman electrician's |license shal
have had at |east 5 years of experience, acceptable to the
Board, in wring for, installing, and repairing electrical
W ring, apparatus, or equipnent. The Departnment may by rule
provide for the allowance of one year of experience credit
for successful conpletion of a 2 year post high school
el ectrical course approved by the Board.

(c) Registered apprentice. A person who is enrolled in
an approved apprenticeship program nay perform electrical
work only wunder the supervision of a licensed electrician.
Al'l apprentices shall be registered wth the Departnent.

(d) Residential electrician. Except as ot herw se
provided by law, no person shall construct, wire, alter,
maintain, or repair single famly houses or apart ment
buil dings wunless the person is licensed by the Departnent as
a residential electrician enployed by a licensed electrical
contractor. Nothing in this subsection (d), however, shal
prohibit a master electrician or journeyman electrician from
performng the work of a residential electrician.

An applicant for a residential electrician's |license
shal | have had at |east 4 years of experience, acceptable to
the Board, in having the necessary qualifications, training,
and techni cal know edge involving the construction, wring,
alteration, or repair of single famly houses or apartnent
buil dings. The Departnment may by rule provide for the
al l omance of one year of experience credit for successful
conpletion of a 2 year post high school electrical course

approved by the Board.
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(e) Contractors. Except as otherwi se provided by |aw,
no person other than an enployee of a licensed el ectrical
contractor as defined in this Act shall undertake or offer to
undertake to plan for, lay out, supervise, or install or to
make additions, alterations, or repairs in the installation
of, or to mintain, wring apparatus and equipnent for
electrical light, heat, or power with or w thout conpensation
unl ess the person obtains an electrical contractor's |icense.
An electrical contractor's |icense shall be issued by the
Depart ment upon the contractor's giving bond to the State in

an anount to be determ ned by the Departnent. The bond shal

be filed with the Departnment and shall be in lieu of al
other license bonds to any political subdivision. The bond
shall be witten by a corporate surety licensed to do
business in the State of IIlinois.

Each licensed electrical contractor shall have and
mai nt ai n in ef f ect i nsur ance. Specific I nsur ance
requirenents and mninmum limts per occurrence shall be

determ ned by the Departnent in consultation with the Board.
The i nsurance shall be witten by an insurer licensed to do
busi ness in the State of Illinois and each |icensed
el ectrical contractor shall maintain on file wth t he
Department a certificate evidencing insurance that provides
that the insurance shall not be cancelled w thout the insurer
first giving 15 days witten notice to the Departnent of the
cancel | ati on.

No contractor shall engage in business unless he or she
is or has in his or her enploy a |icensed naster electrician,
who shall be responsible for the performance of al
electrical work 1in accordance with the requirenents of this
Act. Wen an electrical contractor's license is held by an
i ndi vidual, partnership, or corporation and the individual,
one of the partners, or an officer of the corporation,

respectively, is not the responsible naster electrician of
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record, all requests for inspection shall be signed by the
responsi ble master electrician of record. The application
for an electrical <contractor's license nust include a
verified statenent that the designated responsible master
electricianis a full tinme enployee of the individual,
part ner shi p, or corporation applying for an electrical
contractor's license. For purposes of this Section, a ful
tinme enployee of a Ilicensed electrical contractor is an
i ndi vidual who is not enployed in any capacity as a |icensed
el ectrician by any other electrical contractor.

(f) The Departnent shall prepare guidelines as to what
wor k experience qualifies in determ ning whether an applicant
nmeets the requirenents for |licensure under the Act. The
Board has discretion in determ ning whether any particul ar
applicant's experience shall count toward the experience

necessary for licensure under this Act.

Section 30. Exam nati on. I n addi tion to ot her
requi renents inposed by this Act and except as otherw se
provided in this Act, as a precondition to issuance of an
electrician's license, each applicant nust pass a witten
exam nation given by the Departnment for the type of |icense
sought to insure the conpetence of each applicant for
| i cense. No person failing an exam nation may retake it for
6 nonths, but may, within 6 nonths, take an exam nation for a
| esser grade of license. Any licensee failing to renew his
or her license for 2 years or nore after its expiration shal
be required to retake the exam nation before he or she is

i ssued a new | icense.

Section 35. Mlitary exenption. The Departnent shal
reinstate a license that expires while a licensee is in
active Mlitary Service of the United States upon application

to the Departnment by the licensee within 2 years after
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termnation of the mlitary service, paynent of the annual
license fee, and subm ssion of evidence of the mlitary
service. The license shall be reinstated w thout exam nation

and w thout paynent of the | apsed renewal fee.

Section 40. Expiration of license; fees. Al |icenses
issued wunder this Act shall expire annually in a manner as
provi ded by the Departnent. Application, renewal, and al
other fees provided for in this Act shall be established by

t he Departnent by rule.

Section 45. Gounds for discipline. The Departnment may
by order deny, suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew a |license,
or may censure a licensee if it finds that it is in the
public interest to do so and that the applicant or |icensee:

(a) has filed an application for a license that contains
any statenent that, in light of the circunstances under which
it is made, is false or msleading with respect to any
materi al fact;

(b) has engaged in any fraudulent, deceptive, or
di shonest practice;

(c) has been convicted within the past 5 years of a
m sdeneanor involving a violation of this Act; or

(d) has violated or failed to conply with this Act or
its rules or any order issued under this Act. A violation
need not be willful.

The Departnment may adopt rules further specifying the
grounds for suspension, revocation, and refusal to renew a

I icense and establishing standards of conduct for |icensees.

Section 50. Hearing procedure.
(a) The Board, may upon its own notion, investigate the
actions of any person holding or claimng to hold a |I|icense

if there 1is reason to believe such person has engaged or is
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engaging in activity that constitutes grounds for discipline
under Section 45 of this Act.

(b) The Board shall, at least 10 days prior to the date
set for the hearing and before refusing to issue or renew,
suspend, or revoke any Ilicense, notify the applicant or
hol der of the license, in witing, of any charges nade, and
shall afford himor her an opportunity to be heard in person
or by counsel. The notice may be served by personal delivery
to the accused person or by registered mail to the |ast place
of busi ness specified by the accused person in the
notification to the Agency.

(c) At the tine and place fixed in the notice, the Board
shal | proceed to the hearing of the <charges and both the
accused person and the conplainant shall be accorded anple
opportunity to present, in person or by counsel, any
statenent, testinony, evidence, or argunent that nay be
pertinent to the charges or to any defense against the
charges. The Board namy continue the hearing fromtine to
time. If the Board is not sitting at the tine and place to
which the hearing has been continued, the Departnent my
continue the hearing for a period not to exceed 30 days, and
all parties in interest shall be given notice in witing of
the date and hour to which the hearing has been continued and

the place at which it is to be held.

Section 55. Nonpaynent of taxes. The Departnment my
refuse to issue or may suspend the |license of any person who
fails (i) to file a federal or State tax return, (ii) to pay
the tax, penalty, or interest shown in a filed return, or
(ti1) to pay any final assessnent of tax, penalty, or
interest, as required by any tax Act adm nistered by the
II'linois Departnent of Revenue, unti | t he tinme t he

requi renents of the tax Act are satisfied.
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Section 60. Continuation of business by estates. Upon
the death of a nmaster electrician who is an electrical
contractor, t he Depart nent may permt the decedent's
representative to carry on the business of the decedent for a
period not in excess of one year, for the purpose of
conpleting work wunder contract or otherwise to conply with
this Act. The decedent's representative may petition the
Board for an extension of the one-year period in the event he
or she can denonstrate wundue hardship or other special
ci rcunst ances. The extension may be gr ant ed at t he
recommendation of the Board, subject to Departnent approval.
The representative shall give any bond as the Departnent may
require conditioned upon the faithful and | awful performance
of the work. The bond shall be for the benefit of persons
injured or suffering financial |oss by reason of failure of
performance. The bond shall be witten by a corporate surety
licensed to do business in the State of Illinois. The
decedent's representative shall also conply with all public
l[itability and property damage insurance requirenents inposed

by this Act upon a licensed electrical contractor.

Section 65. Reciprocity. The Departnent my grant a
license, wthout exam nation, of the same grade and class to
an electrician who has been |licensed by any other state that
provides for the Ilicensing of electricians in a simlar
manner . The |license nmay be granted for at |east one year,
upon paynent by the applicant of the required fee and upon
t he Depart nent bei ng fur ni shed with proof that the
qualifications of t he appl i cant are equal to t he

qualifications of holders of simlar licenses in Illinois.

Section 70. Exenptions.
(a) Enployees of, or independent contractors performng

work for, any electric utility or electric utility affiliate,
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or conmuni cations or railway utility or any electric system
owned and operated by a nunicipal corporation or unit of
| ocal governnent (notw thstanding any other provision of this
Act), electric cooperative as defined in Section 3.4 of the
El ectric Suppl i er Act, telephone or telecomunications
cooperative as defined in Section 13-212 of the Public
Uilities Act, or a telephone conpany shall not be required
to hold a license while performng wrk on installations,
materials, or equipnment that are owned or | eased, operated,
and mai ntained by the electric utility or electric wutility
affiliate, communications or railway utility, electric system
owned and operated by a nunicipal corporation or unit of
| ocal governnent, electric, tel ephone, or teleconmunications
cooperative, or telephone conpany in the exercise of its
utility or telephone function, and that (i) are used
exclusively for the generation, transformation, distribution,
transm ssi on, or netering of electric current, or the
operation of railway signals, or the transm ssi on of
intelligence and do not have as a principal function the
consunption or use of electric current by or for the benefit
of any person other than the electric utility or electric
utility affiliate, comrunications or rail way utility,
el ectric system owned and operated by a munici pal corporation
or uni t of local governnment, electric, telephone, or
t el ecommuni cati ons cooperative, or telephone conmpany and (ii)
are generally accessible only to enployees of the electric
utility or electric wutility affiliate, comunications or
railway utility, electric system owned and operated by a
muni ci pal corporation or unit of |ocal governnent, electric,
t el ephone, or tel econmunications cooperative, or telephone
conpany or persons acting wunder its control or direction.
Persons perform ng work subcontracted out to an electrical or
construction contractor, however, nust be in conpliance wth

the licensure requirenents of this Act.
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(b) An owner shall not be required to hold a license
under this Act. Nevertheless, electrical work performed by
an owner shall conply with the m ni num standards contained in
t he National Electrical Code and shall be subject to
i nspection by the Departnent. An owner shall not enploy
anyone other than an electrician |licensed under this Act to
assi st himor her.

(c) Any city, village, or incorporated town having a
popul ati on of 500,000 or nore may, by an ordi nance containi ng
provi sions substantially the sane as those in this Act and
speci fyi ng educational or experience requirenents equival ent
to those prescribed in the Act, provide for a board of
electrical examners to conduct examnations for, and to
i ssue, suspend, or revoke, electricians' licenses wthin the
city, village, or incorporated towmn. Upon the enactnment of
such an ordi nance, the provisions of this Act shall not apply
within that municipality except as otherw se provided in this
Act . Any person |icensed as an electrician under a |ocal
ordi nance, or licensed by the Departnent under this Act, may
engage in electrical wring installation anywhere in this
State.

(d) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent an
owner or operator of a farmor his or her enployees from
installing, making additions to, altering, maintaining, or
repairing wiring, apparatus, or equipnent for electric |ight,
heat, or power on the farmthat he or she owns or operates.
For purposes of this subsection, "farnf neans |land or a
bui | ding appurtenant to land that is used for an agricul tural
purpose or for a purpose accessory to an agriculture purpose.

(e) Enployees of a manufacturing corporation that engage
in activities normally requiring licensure under this Act are
exenpt when such activities are incidental to the operation
or maintenance of its existing business and facilities. A

manuf act uri ng cor poration t hat IS i nvol ved in new
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construction that results in the expansion of its Dbusiness
and facilities nust wutilize licensed electricians for any
associ ated el ectrical work.

(f) The mnor repair of existing electrical systens does
not require licensure under this Act. For the purposes of
this subsection, "mnor repair" nmeans repairs to existing
el ectrical systens that do not require a permt to be issued
under any | ocal ordi nance.

(g) Elevator construction does not require licensure

under this Act.

Section 75. Governnment al units. No muni ci pa
corporation or political subdi vision shall engage in
el ectrical work unless the electrical work is perfornmed by
one or nore licensed electricians or apprentice electricians
under the supervi si on of i censed el ectricians. A
governnental unit nmay, however, contract for electrical work
wi th any person authorized to engage in electrical work in

this State.

Section 80. Display of license. Persons who advertise
electrical wring services shall, at their place of business,
di splay the master electrician's |license of at |[|east one
menber of the firm partnership or officer of the corporation
and shall maintain a register listing the names and |icense
nunbers of all licensed electricians and all registered
apprentices currently enployed by them \When adverti sing
electrical wring services, the |license nunber shall be
included in all forms of witten or printed advertising and
included with the electrical wring identification of
vehicles. The Departnent may, by rule or regulation, require
additional information concerning licensed electricians and

regi stered apprentices to be maintained in the register.
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Section 85. Safety standards. Al electrical wring,
apparatus, and equipnent for electric light, heat, and power
shall conply with all applicable rules of the Departnment of
Labor and shall be installed in conformty with accepted
standards of construction for safety to life and property.
For the purposes of this Act, the regulations and safety
standards stated at the tinme the work is done in the then
nmost recently published edition of the National Electrical
Code as adopted by the National Fire Protection Association,
I nc. and approved by the American National Standards
Institute, and the National Electrical Safety Code as

published by the Institute of Electrical and El ectronics

Engineers, 1Inc. and approved by the Anmerican Nat i onal
St andar ds Institute, shall be prima facie evidence of
accepted standards of construction for safety to life and
property. In the event an Illinois building code is

formul ated contai ning approved met hods of el ectrical
construction for safety to |life and property, conpliance with
the nmethods of electrical construction of that code shal

al so constitute conpliance with this Section. Not hing in
this Act shall prohibit any political subdivision from making
and enforcing nore stringent requirenents than set forth in
this Act and those requirenents shall be conplied with by al

licensed electricians working within the jurisdiction of that
political subdivision; except that nothing in this Act shal

be construed to give a political subdivision the authority to
apply those standards or requirenents to electrical work

performed on a farm

Section 90. |Inspections.

(a) Except where any political subdivision has by
ordi nance provided for electrical inspection simlar to that
provided in this Act, every new electrical installation in

any construction, renodeling, replacenent, or repair shall be
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inspected by the Departnent for conpliance with accepted
standards of construction for safety to life and property.

(b) No such inspections shall be required for electrical
wor k perfornmed by persons exenpt fromlicensure under Section
70 of this Act; except that inspections shall be required for
wor k performed under subsection (b) of Section 70.

(c) Al inspectors for the Departnment shal | hol d
licenses as master or journeyman el ectricians under this Act;
except that in areas of this State where a sufficient nunber
of master or journeyman electricians are not available to the
Departnent to perform inspections wunder this Act, t he
Departnent nay designate other persons whomit determnes to

be suitably qualified by training or experience.

Section 95. Procedures for inspection.

(a) At or before comencenent of any installation
required to be inspected by the Departnent, the el ectrical
contractor or owner meking the installation shall submt to
the Departnent a request for inspection, in a formprescribed
by the Departnent, together with the fees required for the
instal l ation.

(b) The fees required are a handling fee and an
i nspection fee. The handling fee shall be set by the
Department in an anount sufficient to pay the cost of
bri ngi ng and handling the formrequesting an inspection. The
i nspection fee shall be set by the Departnment in an anount
sufficient to pay the actual costs of the inspection and the
Departnment’'s costs in adm nistering the inspection.

(c) If the inspector finds that the installation is not
in conpliance with accepted standards of construction for
safety to |ife and property as required by this Act, the
i nspector shall, by witten order, condenrm the installation
or the nonconplying portion of the installation, or order

service to the installation disconnected, and shall send a
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copy of the order to the Departnent. |If the installation or
t he nonconplying part will seriously and proxi mately endanger
human |ife and property, the order of the inspector, when
approved by the inspector's superior, shall require i mediate
condemmati on or disconnection. In all other cases, the order
of the inspector shall permt a reasonable opportunity for
the installation to be brought into conpliance with accepted
standards of construction for safety to life and property
prior to the effective tine established for condemation or
di sconnecti on.

(d) Copies of each condemation or disconnection order
shall be served personally or by mil wupon the property
owner, the welectrical contractor or electrician making the
installation, and ot her persons as the Departnent by rule may
direct. An aggrieved party nmay appeal any condemmation or
di sconnection order by filing with the Departnent a notice of
appeal wthin 10 days after (i) service upon the aggrieved
party of the condemation or disconnection order, if this
service is required or (ii) filing of the order with the
Departnent, whichever is later. The Departnment shall adopt
rules providing procedures for the conduct of appeals,
i ncluding provisions for the stay of enforcenment of the order
of the inspector pending an appeal when justified by the
ci rcunst ances.

(e) The inspectors of the Departnment shall have the
authority to enter any building or prem ses at any reasonabl e
hour in the discharge of their duties, and they shall have
the authority, when necessary, to order the renoval of any
exi sting obstructions such as |laths, plastering, boarding, or
partitions that may prevent a proper inspection of the
el ectrical installation.

(f) No electrical installation subject to inspection by
the Departnment shall be newy connected or reconnected for

use until there is filed, wth the electrical wutility
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supplying power, a certificate of the property owner or
licensed electrician directing the work that inspection has
been requested and that the conditions of the installation
are safe for energization. |In all cases where an order of
condemmati on or disconnection has been issued against the
installation or any part of the installation, prior to
connection or reconnection, there shall also first be filed
with the electrical utility supplying the power a copy of an
order of the inspector or the Departnent dism ssing the prior
order of condemation or disconnection or approving the
installation as being in conpliance with accepted standards
of construction for safety to I|ife and property. Wth
respect to transient projects, this certificate shall also
contain a certification that the request for inspection has
been or wll be filed with the Departnent so as to be
received by it at least 5 days prior to the date and tinme
energi zation of the installation by the utility is to occur,
and that the request for inspection states the date and tine.
It shall be the responsibility of the Departnment to have
i nspection of the transient project occur prior to the date
and tinme at which the request states energization is to
occur.

(g0 Any political subdivision may nake provision for
I nspection of el ectrical installations W thin its
jurisdiction, in which case it shall keep on file with the
Departnent copies of its current inspection ordinances and
codes. Any political subdivision may require any individual,
partnership, corporation, or other business association
holding a license fromthe Departnent to pay any |icense,
registration fee, or permt fees. Any political subdivision
may provi de by ordi nance a requirenent that each individual,
partnership, corporation, or other business association doing
electrical work wthin the jurisdiction of the political

subdi vi sion have on file with the political subdivision a
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copy of the current license issued by the Departnent or other
evi dence of the license as may be provided by the Departnent.
Each electrical inspector of any political subdivision shall
be a licensed master or journeyman electrician under this

Act .

Section 100. Violations.

(a) Any person violating any provision of this Act or
its rules shall be guilty of a Cass B m sdeneanor and fined
a mnimum of $100 for the first offense. A second or
subsequent violation of this Act shall be a dass A
m sdenmeanor with a mninmumfine of $200. Each day a violation
conti nues constitutes a separate offense. The State's
Attorney of the County in which the violation occurred or the
Attorney Ceneral may prosecute these actions in the nane of
the People of the State of Illinois. The court may enjoin the
use of electricity installed in violation of this Act or its
rules until it has been corrected to conply with the National
El ectrical Code.

(b) If it is established that the defendant, contrary to
this Act, has been engaging, is engaging, or is about to
engage in electrical work wthout having been issued a
license, or has been engaging or 1is about to engage in
electrical work after his or her |icense has been suspended
or revoked or after his or her license has not been renewed,
the Departnment nmay levy a penalty not to exceed $5, 000 per
of fense. This penalty shall be assessed by the Departnent
after a hearing is held in accordance with the provisions set

forth in Section 50 of this Act.

Section 105. Electricians practicing before this Act.
El ectrical contractors who are in business on January 1, 2004
and who file a license application wwth the Departnment within

180 days after the effective date of this Act shall be
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granted a license which shall be valid for one year fromthe
date of issuance. Thereafter, electrical contractors shal
conply with all of the requirenents of this Act. These
licenses shall be subject to annual renewal as provided in
this Act.

Persons who have a mninmum of 5 years experience in
performng electrical work as defined in this Act on January
1, 2004 and who file a Ilicense application with the

Departnent within 180 days after January 1, 2004 shall be

granted a |icense wthout exam nation, which shall be valid
for one year fromthe date of issuance. The category of
initial Ilicensure shall be determned by the Departnent.

These |icenses shall be subject to annual renewal as provided
in this Act.

El ectrical inspectors who are enployed by a governnental
uni t and engaged in the regulation and inspection of
electrical wring activities regulated under this Act on
January 1, 2004, and who file an application wth the
Departnent within 180 days after January 1, 2004, shall be
permtted to conduct electrical inspections for one year from
the application date. Thereafter, the inspectors nust neet

all of the requirenments of this Act.

Section 110. Adm nistrative Procedure Act; application.
The provisions of the Illinois Adm nistrative Procedure Act
are expressly adopted and shall apply to all admnistrative
rules and procedures of the Departnent of Labor under this
Act, except that Section 5 of +the Illinois Admnistrative
Procedure Act relating to procedures for rul emaki ng does not
apply to the adoption of any rule required by federal law in
connection wth which the Departnent is precluded by |aw from

exerci sing any discretion.

Section 115. Revi ew under Adm ni strati ve Review Law. All
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final adm nistrative decisions of the Director under this Act
shall be subject to judicial review under the Admnistrative

Revi ew Law and its rul es.

Section 120. Honme rule. A honme rule wunit may not
regulate the Ilicensing of electricians and el ectrical
contractors in a manner inconsistent with the regulation by
the State of electricians and electrical contractors. Thi s
Section is alimtation under subsection (i) of Section 6 of
Article VI1 of the Illinois Constitution on the concurrent
exercise by hone rule units of powers and functions exercised

by the State.

Section 900. The Regulatory Sunset Act is anmended by

changi ng Section 4.24 as foll ows:
